Parlianientavy Inquiry Into the Case 
of ex Uonviet Daly— Collision 
In tfae CbanneL 



International Co-operative Coiigress- 
Strike of Dundee Millworkers— 
Spain Determined to Conqaer. 



London, Aug. 20 —la the House of Com- 
mona to-day, Sir Richard Webater moved 
that Daly, who has been returned to parlia- 
ment as member from Limerick, while un- 
dergoing imprisonmont for felony, was not 
qoAIified to bo elected to the House of Com- 
mona. Timothy Harrington moved an 
amendment for tlie appointment of u com- 
mittee to examine into the oaae, and tho 
report thereon. This motion was adopted 
by a vote of 256 to 74. 

Right Hon, Joeeph Chamberlain, Seoro- 
t^-y ot State for the Colonies, replying to a 
tpestion by Sir Cbarlea Dilko, said £15,000 
had been expeniled by an expedition for the 
allo'viation of tho dlotreaa in Newfoundland, 
in addition to which puiiranteoa had been 
given to thn amount ot £7.000. 

William Kenny has been appointed aoliol- 
tor-genoral for Ireland. Sir. Kenny is a 
Liberal Uoionlst, and sat in the laati parlia- 
ment for Dublin. 

Ibe international co-operative oongreas 
mot again to-day in the hall of tho eoclety 
of arts, and diaousaed oo-operative produo- 
tion. Rev. Mr. Lorimer, of Boston, made a 
speech inwhiohheheldthatwhen theseoret of 
the real co-operation of all clasaea was dia- 
covered the world wonld enter upon a new 
period of universal peace, happineaa and 
prosperity. Philanthrophy, be aaid, was 
overdone and jaatiuc underdone. America 
was not as far advanced aa England, Bel- 
gium and France, but give them time and 
co-operation wonld take deeper root in the 
U. S. than ever in tha old world. 

General Saloedo has returned to Madrid 
from Cuba and deolarea that the campaign 
there will be renewed in November, when 
SMitiago de Cuba, Avila and Puerto Pcln- 
olpo will be strongly garrisoned. General 
Saloedo is of the opinion that those 
measures, together with the watoh on tfae 
coast to gutird ogainst the landing of further 
expeditions, will end the rebellion with the 
beginning of 18QG. 

'I'ho Porto'a latest reply to tho envoys of 
tho Powora on the subject of the reforms in 
Armenia sanations only reforms of aeoond- 
ary importance and regrets the demands of 
the Powers for tho ozorciso of foreign con- 
trol over the oxocution cf the proposed re- 
forms, claiming that it wonld be fatal to the 
sovereignty of the Sultan and the Intereate 
of the iurkisb Empire. 

Without waiting for a reply to their de- 
njand for an inorease of ten per cent, in 
their wages, the mill workers at Dandee, 
Scotland, have begun a strike. Ten milla 
are closed and 7,000 hands are idle. Tho 
mill spinnera and manufaoturers at a meet- 
irtg this aftemosn decided to refuse tho in- 
croaso. A general strike is expected. 

A paeiienger ateamer ran into and aank a 
barge at Mebrnm, near Cologne. Eight per- 
sons were drowned. 

A Lima diapatoh aaya : " To day the 
term expires whioii was aefe by the Peruvian 
government tor tlie reoeption of their minia- 
ter at LapsE by Bolivia. There la a likeli- 
hood of rapture, but war ia improbable.'' 

The Times in an editorial in regard to the 
miaaionary murders, saya thla morning: "If 
we oannot get justice from Peking wo must 
get it on the spot, and, if need bo, through 
our own officers and by our own power." 

A Singapore letter to tho Timoa ataloa 
that conaequent upon the legialativo reten- 
tion of tho silver guilder at the old value, 
which is about double Its intrinsic value, in 
the Netherlanda, coining factories have been 
establiahod in China and the export of iruil- 
dcrs thenoe yields a hindtome profit, It ia 
estimated that two millions of such counter- 
feit coina aro already in circulation and tho 
evil threatena to inorease. 

Tho cargo atcamor Lyon collided in the 
fog 2.) miioa ofTNewhiiVon with Che passen- 
ger ateamer Seaford, from Dieppe for New- 
haven to-day. The Seaford aank within 45 
minutea. The 255 paaaengara and orew of 
45 were transferred to the Lyon safely ex- 
cept three of them, who had their legs 
broken. All the Inggage was lost. New- 
haven la on the ^gllsh Channel, near 
Brighton. 

The report from Havana that Gen. Oomez 
had died of oonsumption ou July 'M is 
eooffod at by those bust posted iu Cuban 
uffairs. A severe engagement has been 
fought at Arillao, dopurtment of Santa 
Clara. Tho inaurgonta are said to have 
lost fifty killed, and on tho govornmont side 
eight soldiers were killed or wcuoded. 

James ICoir Hardle, ex mombor of parlia- 
ment for the South divisiou of West H:imp- 
shire, and preeidont of the Independent 
Ldbor party, who olasses himself as a 
Democrat and Soolaliet, is a passenger on 
board the Cunard liner Campania, which 
left Quoonstown yesterday for Now York. 
Mr. Hardle is bound on a lecturing tour. 
Hardie waa defeated at tlie recent election. 
He was a local optioniat, and the working- 
men voted the Tory tioket, aa a proteat 
against the attempt to put reatriotlona on 
their beer. 

The Daily News baa a diapatoh from 
Vienna which says the Trieete papera re- 
port that an exploeion oconrred in the artil- 
lery barracks at TooU, Rnaaia, and that .300 
men were killed, including many oflioers. 
The barracks were found to be completely 
undermined. Many arresta have been 
made. 

An expedition conalBting of 400 British 
oailora, Soudonoao and Askaria, with a cou- 
ple of Maxim rapid Ore guns and a seven- 
pounder, which ainrtod Monday for Mom- 
baasa to puniah tho revolting trlboa near 
there, atormod and captured the rebels' 
stronghold Saturday. Two native soldiers 
wore killed and seven Kuropoans and four 
nativoa wounded on tho Hritiah side. The 
loss of tho rebole la not stated. Admiral 
Rawaou and Gen. Matthewa accompanied 
the expedition. 

The Auatrian emperor has aummoned 
Count Badour, governor of Gallcia, in con- 
nootion with tho formation of a permanent 
ministry. 

A special to tho Novoo Vromya states 
that tho Japanese only oooupy tho coasts of 
tho island of Formosa, whence they diapatoh 
punitive ezpedltiona into the interior. Sev- 
eral of theae have proved nnaacoeaafnl. Tbo 
1^0 voe Yremya'a diapatoh also atates that 
the oppoaltion In Japan iaagalnali the deoia- 
Ion of the govemment to evacuate the Lbo 



Tung peninsula. It ia also stated that 
Korea demands nn inoroaao of the army und 
' Davy to defend the national Interests. 

VVord has been received at Colon that at 
Ambato, Eouador, tho government forocs 
defeated Aifaro'a followers after a five hours' 
fight. Ambato ia aboat thirty miles north 
of Bio Bamba, and ia on the direct line of 
retreat from Bio Bamba to Quito. Tho 
cheoking of Aifaro'a advanoe la the firat aet- 
back the revolutionary foreei have received 
for a long time. 

Some Genoa atook broken, and several 
employes of the banking firm of Bingen 
Bros., have been arrested in oonneotion with 
the latter'a recent failure. 

The prospect ia fair for a fairly good har- 
vest In Italy as there is an average yiold of 
excellent qnallty. Cereals, owing to the 
improved weather, have oxooedod expoota- 
tiona. The vintage is under the average 
yield, but promiaes a good tjuality. 

A diapatoh from Marsoillea reports a seri- 
ous riot between French and Italian work- 
men employed in tho salt works there. At 
Kerrn, sixteen miles northwoat of Maraoillea, 
fighting of tho most desperate character la 
reported, in which five men were aorloualy 
wounded before tho police arrived. A num- 
ber of the ringleaders were urreated. 

Gil Bias aaya an important oonferenco haa 
taken place between tho United Statoa Am- 
busaador Euatia and M. Benoit, in which 
the latter said lie was doairoua In order that 
tho government might aatlefy tho demands 
made from Washington, to get documents 
bearing upon tho caao from Madagascar. 
Mr. Waller ia reported to be in an advanced 
stage of oonsamption. 

It Is reported that two American million- 
alroB are showing much interest in the case 
of Mable Stanley, the mualc hall artlat, 
who, it will be remembered, was arrested 
August 10 on board the ateamer Etrnria at 
Liverpool, aa ahe was about to sail for New 
V^ork, charged with having atolen jewelry 
from Mrs. Gibbons. 

Harry DoWynt, the well known traveller 
and explorer, in an interview aaid : " After 
a winter lectnre tour in America I intend to 
atart on a trip from Vanoonvar via Sitka to 
Mount St. Eliaa, whence I will attempt to 
cross an unexplored part of Alaska to Prince 
of Wales cape, and thence across to East 
Iceland, thenoe proceed to Chljija, and then 
home through Russia. The object of my 
journey ia to explore Alajka and to study 
tho condition of tho exiles in Siberia." 

Tho Shanghai correspondent of the Times 
telegraphs as follows : " Tho oonaular expe- 
dition to Ku-Cheng will probably prove fu- 
tile. China's attitude in trifling with this 
serious queatiott ia likely to lead to further 
trouble." 

John Daly, ex-M P. for Cork, while 
alighting from a train, fell between the 
platform and the carriage and had his left 
hand badly injured.

— Among the mat 
ters dlecuased at the meeting yoatorday be 
tween the Protnior and the Vancouver IJjard 
of Trade were the postal eervlco, the Faoifio 
oaUe and the Atlantic servlae, the passing 
of a general insolvenoy act, and the fiaberiea 
She merohants expressed tbemselTSs as 
thankful for tba visit of the fishery oommla 
sioner to iovostlgate the trao condition of 
affairs, and urged tho removal of the shoals 
and reefs in tho harbor and tho opening of 
FuUe creek to navigation, the iiiaiutenanuB 
of the ohaunola in tho Fruaor and a better 
mall service to the Northern BottlementB 
of tho Islands. Tho speakora alao 
dealt witli the duty on ateol pipes 
and the oomponunt parts of /iahicf,' nota and 
tho foreshore riKhts. Sir iNlackoni'.lo Bowoil 
and Mr. Dily replied (Generally, promising 
to take into consideration tho roproaonta- 
tiona made to them. Tho party go Eist on 
Wednesday. 

The Premier and Hon Mr. Daly received 
the oltizena ab Dunn'a hull to-night. Tho 
gathering was largo and representative. 

NANAiaiO, 

Nanaimo, Aug. 20. — Several fine epeoi 
mens of ore have been taken from a ledge 
discovered by F. T. Gregg, draughtsman, 
near Mount Arrowsmith. The oro carries 
gold, silver and galena, and is expected to 
ranee $lo per ton, 

WoUington'a opera house ia to be formally 
opened on Friday evening next by a grand 
oonoert under the auspices of the Methodist 
ohnroh. 

Xhe temperanos demonstration takes 
plaoe to-morrow at the Caledonian grounds 
under the auspioss of the W.C.IT.U. and the 
looal Booieties. 

F. C. Oamble, resident Dominion en- 
gineer, has arrived from Yfotoria and held 
a oonferenoe with Mr. Haslam, M.P., Mr.

A ROAD TO OMINECA. 

Tho Council of tho Board of Trade Asked to 
llelp In Gattlne a Sleleh Road 
.to the Mines. 

The council of tho board of trade held a 
special meeting yesterday afcornoon, tho 
following letter being the aubjaot for consid- 
eration : 

Victoria, B. C Aur. 17, 1896. 
To tlic Pri:-.Uli nt ami Members or the Hoard 
of Trade .- 

Gii.NTLKMEN ;— I wol'll rospcctfully draw 
your attention to tho iinport'inc matter of so- 
curing improvcil ineaiia of coiiiinuincation bo- 
tweon tho forks of tho SKoona rivorandtho 
N.K, portion ot \Vo3'mln8t.ur distiict. Such 
imorovemont as BugRcaccd below would prove 
of Kreat bonellt to tlio many minors and aotciors 
now in that section, and would Kive a strong 
impetus to tho development o( raining and 
agricultural Interests in rho diitilct. • For your 
information 1 mi.<7ht iitato that tlie following 
stroama and crooks contain gold in paylnsc 
quantities, vi/. : Alanson, Nation, Parsnip and 
Ornineca rivora. and Gormanson, Vldal, Duck 
and Disco vol y crooks, bosidea many other 
"-.iroH.r'" in that locality. At present tliore 
nro no taoiiltica for tranaportlnn; mining ma- 
chinery to tho abovo diatiict. Victoria la the 
only aviiilablo base ot supply, and tlio only 
practical route la via tho torka of tho Skeooa 
river. It la (lutto impossible to transport 
heavy mining machinery over tho trail wbioli 
at presoac exists between Ilnzleton and the 
Manson liver and Qermanaon creek. I would 
therefore reapeotfuily ask you to brlnK this 
matter to the notice of theHoctheUlilef Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works, with a recom- 
mendation that the trail and bridges between 
Hazloton and Manson river and Qermanaon 
creek be so widened as to provide a sleigh road 
for winter UBo. If this ia done in such a man- 
ner that pipe could bo taken in thoro will be 
many liydraulio ralnea worked next season, tho 
dlatilct being tho most nrnmiaing one In B.C. 
for hydraulic mining, 1 desire to stuto that 
this request is made on behalf of rno many 
settlors and minora at present in tho district, 
K. M, Sullivan. 

Mr. Sullivan, who was present, explained 
the situation by means of a map to tho mem- 
bers of the council. There were, ho eaid, 
several companies which would put in hy- 
draulic worka In tho Ornineca district re- 
ferred to if thoy could got in their heavy 
machinery. His own company (tho New 
York Mining Co ) wanted to begin work on 
tho Manson river. Tho ground was loose 
gravel on the rivers and not cement as in 
some pikrts of the province, and wan rich, 
but freight by the present route cost $400 a 
ton to gob in from the coast citjes, while if 
a sleigh road was made by way of the Skoena 
thia would be reduced to §100 a ton. Tho 
proposed sleigh road would be about 19.0 
miles long from Hazelton, and would pro- 
vide for the transport of the pipes and ma- 
ohlnery which his company were anxions to 
get In this winter. It would assist, too, in 
opening np a farming district, as the iTiines 
when in operation would give a good market 
for produce. He believed about $5,000 wus 
needed to make the sleigh road. 

After some dlsoussion on the subject it 
was moved by Mr. A. C. FInmerfelt, sec- 
onded by Mr. Joshua Davies : " That the 
proaident, vice-president, Capt. John Irving, 
K H. Hall and the mover be appointed a 
committee with Mr. Sullivan to wait upon 
the government to lay before them tho Im- 
portance of making a sleigh road from Hazlo- 
ton to the Ominecu mines, pointing out the 
necessity of having the work proceeded with 
at'onco. ' Thia was carried. 

Mr. T. Fuicher brought up a statement 
in a letter in tho Times to tho etioot that the 
board of trodo had to aak the uasistanco of 
the city to got the annual report printed. 
Mr. Futoher denounced thia as false, tho ap- 
propriation from tho city being only for ex- 
tra copies of tho i oport for circulation abroad 
as an advertisement of the city. 

The council decided to ignore the letter as 
not worthy of attention. 



The dispute between Peru and Bolivia has 
assumed a serious aspect.

A Chroniolo dispatch from Paris says a 
great pilgrimage started for Lourdes on Sun- 
day, lb presented a qhorough production of 
Zola'a word picture in his novel of that 
name.

Judgment Giveii by the Diviaioual 
Coart ia the Appeal of Eimp- 
touT. McKay. 

Full Text of Mr. Justice Crease's De- 
eisiou— The Draper Appeal 
Dismissed. 



The Divisional court, tionBiatiup of 
Justices Crenae, Wiklkeni and Drake, guvo 
judgment yesterduy iii Ktnipton v. McKay, 
diamlsiiing the appeal. The full text of Mr. 
JuBtioe Crease's jud)^menb ia aa follows : 

Ki.'Mi'TON V. McKay. — Mr. Charles Wil- 
soil, Q L., for the defendant, appealed 
agalnsD the order of the Chief Justice dis 
missing defendant's motion lo sot aside the 
order for a ca, re herein und the writ itself 
on two groaada ; («) tbat it disolosed do in 
tentlon of defendant to leave the oountry 
with intent to defraud hia creditors ; (b) 
that the ca. re. was issued without a pi 
pie, which is u necessary preliminary to its 
Issue. Mr. Wilson's other upplicatlon was 
to set aside u ca ta. issued against tlie do 
fendant on the ■29:h July, chiefly on the 
ground that a judge's order was necessary 
on the Ihsuo of the writ under the latter purb 
of sec'loa 10 of th<j Execiision act, and that 
the alK lavit should have shown ihtendant'a 
intention to (juit the province wiih intent to 
defraud his creditors generally. 

The position of the cjan stood as follows ; 
On the ,'iOih January, 1S95, the defendant 
was arrested for debt under under a ca re, 
and detained in custody in default of ball. 
While in such custody judgment (on the 
12oh February) was slguod ogainst him for 
the debt and ooats, and on the 29th July a 
oaplaa ad Baliafaolendum wao issued without 
any special atBdavit such as that required 
by the latter part of section 10 of the exe- 
cution aot) to the effect that the defendant is 
about to quit the provlnoe '.vitb intant to do- 
frand his oreditors, but) relying upon his 
having been held to apsolal bail under the 
ca re (vide first part of aeo. 10). 

Two separate nppUoationa were made by 
rammoDB before the Chief Justice to dis- 
charge the defendant out of custody on the 
en SB and oa re. Whereon the Chief Jus- 
tice at the hearing dismissed the application 
to set aside the ca re with coats, but aot 
aside the oa sa with oostB for want ol 
ptiejeple. At the same time to fioilibate 
an appeal to the Divisional court, ordered 
the defendant's discharge in fourteen days 
nnlesa the Divisional court should othorwiso 
order, in default of which he was to bo dis- 
charged. 

Mr. Wilson's appeals nro agoinat those 
orders. The question thoy raise is as to the 
meanings of sections 7, 8, 9, and 10 of the 
Execution aot. After considerable dobito 
and cinvasaing of authorities, I urn of opli- 
ion that section 9 of the Execution act is in- 
dependent of section lU and has nothing to 
do with it. Section 9 refers espooially to 

" contempt for non-payment of money,'' 
such as certain coats, truetee matters and 
the like, ordered by a decree for which at- 
tichment ia the usual remedy enforced in 
oonicienoe agiinst the person, and the uili- 
davit referred to by section 9 relates to tbe 
proouring of a writ of attachment analagoua 
to a oa. aa. and rofera to such proceeding 
ani money alone. 'The bailable proceedings 
for a oa. re. are those under the I 
and 2 Vic . chop 110, wh'.ch ia made part 
of the aot by aootion 7< and, aa tho Chief 
Justice laya down, we aro governed in bail, 
able prooeedinga by that statute and tho 
practice thereunder wbioh required only 
that you should satisfy the judge that there 
is probably cause for believing that the do- 
fendoDt Is about to quit the jurisdiction, 
and the ea. re once obtaioed and the defend- 
ant held to Bpeolol ball tbe oo. sa. follows 
under aeotlon 10 and Is therefore In this 
case valid. If a defendant Is not held to 
special bail and it is sought bo hold him un- 
der ca. sa. a judge's order must be obtained 
under tbe conditiona of the last part of eec. 
10. This construction makes all parts of 
this division of the execution act work to- 
gether harmoniously. 

'The other application that) tho oa. sa. 
should be set aside because the prao., which 
Mr. Plunketc tendertd to the proper otlicer 
In duo caurse, form and time, and by him 
refused aa unnecessary and therefore not 
taken or entered, was, I think, for this pur- 
pose and under the circumatanoea aulliciently 
preaaed to be considered us actus curiae. 
To have waited for a summons and deciaion 
of the Judge would havo been to risk the 
very object of tho writ. A prac. ia not now 
a part of the writ, but rather a notice of it, 
and tbe proper ofEcer showed that he so 
considered it by preparing the writ from 

uoh notice, and tho writ must therefore ha 
lakon to be aufficiant. Neither was the de- 
fendont thereby injured. That being the 
ease, the writ of Ci. aa. must be deemed to 
have been, and to be, valid, and tho applica. 
t'on to set it aside dismlsBed ; but, as the 
aot of tbe officer of tbe court was the cause 
of tbe expense, without ooata. The plaintih 
having snoeeeded ia bu'titled to costs of 
this appeal. 

"Hbnbv p. Peixew Crease, J." 

Oo preparing to read our judgment i on 
the cross appeal herein, Mr. C. Wllsou, 
Q C. , without desiring to reoommeaoe the 
Uiaoussion which had already taken place 
before the Court, bagged, before tho judi;- 
ment waa delivered, to aubmit a ciae, the 
Riaoa Coal Mining Company's case, ,'il L.J., 
to tho consideration of Llio judgu-, which 
atrongly insisted that as Hiion as tho deci- 
sion, such as had already baun given, " left 
the lips of the judges," when noii-d by the 
registrar, it waa a comploto judgment, 
which could not bo opened ugain by tho 
Court, and uaked the Court to consider 
whether, that being the oaeo, thoy would 
deliver what might be a futile judgment 
Aa the point bad noB boon raised 
by either aide during tho previous 
argument, the Court took time 
to consider and examine the point. 
After oonferonco ond consideration of 
authorities, especially eeelng that tho de- 
cision they had orally delivered, was before 
they hud seen tho oases of in re St Liziare 
Co., 12Ch, Div. 91; Preston Binking Co. 
vs. Alaop, 189.), 1 Uh., App. ; Miller's Case, 
3 Cb., Div. f361-(i69; Can. Land Co. vs. 
B zwt, 9 Ont., 511; in re SUlBeld and Watts, 
ex.parto Brown. .36 Ch., Div. 299-301; Fciiz 
vs. Hobson, 14 Cb., Div. 561; whloh altered 
the views they had orally expressed, and 
that a vary short time bad elapsed since the 
oral decision had been made before tbe 
abiva oases had oome to their knowledge, 
and their oral jadgment had neither been 
drawn up nor perfected, they considered In 
the interoat of justice lb was necessary to 
follow what these oaaea declared the law 
to be on the question before tho 
Court for deoision. On examining the case 
of the Preaton Banking Co. vs. Alaop et al, 
180.5, 1 oh. C, A., hoforo I/ord Halsbury and 
L. J. Lindley and A. L. Smith, thoao learn, 
od judges concurred in tho opinion that in 
the case of an application to alter an order 
on tbe ground of a slip or oversight, or in a 
case where the order had nob been drawn up 
or bad not,expreised the real deoision of the 
Conr^, the Conrb would hft7e jnrUdlotlon to 



alter it, or if a summons had proceeded on 
*he theory that an order oomplalned of was 
right, bu'' that ciroumstanoes had since oc- 
onrred whtub renderid a supplemental order 
Deoeeiary, the Court might entertain tliu 
application. But It was of the utmost im. 
portanvio that there might be some finality 
in litigation, that when once the order had 
been completed it should not bo liable to re- 
view by the judge who made it. Lord Jud- 
tioe A L. Smith was also of opinion that an 
application to re-hear a niaucr before the 
order hud baen drawn up ond per- 
fected, or to vary an order which baa 
been drawn up not in accordunuc wlih the 
o-dor pronounced by tho judge or on an ap- 
plication that the judge should make an 
or-d-r-r supplemental to tho order drawn up, 
could be entertained and deuideJ l)y the 
judge, but he had no juricdiotion to re-hear 
an order once made and potfuoted, adding, 
" Lord Justice Fry put the la-.v on tho right 
ftiundution when ho hold in re Sullield 
Watts, eh., div. -170, that so long as the 
order has not been purfocted, the judges 
have the power of reviewing tho matter, bub 
when onoo the order has been completed tho 
juriadio'^ion of tho judge over it has come to 
an end. " I am of opinion, therefore, that 
this court had full jurisdiction to re-hear 
this matter and to render a valid decision 
now thereon.

PROTECTION IS OREJAT BRITAIN. 

Those who bellovo that there Is no protoo- 
blonist aentiment in Great K.-ibaln to apeak of 
are laboring under a deluaion. The agricul- 
tural class, from the landlord to the farm 
laborer, is largely and openly proteotioniat. 
British farmers, as a olaas, see that free 
trade has done them much harm and little 
good, and they conaequently long for the 
day when Brltiah agriculture will be pro- 
tested from the ruinoua competition to 
which it is expoaed by free trade. There 
are, indeed, mea who beliera in proteotion 
in the present Government. 

It was seen at the late election that acme 
at leaab of the mannfaoturera feel the plnoh 
of foreign competition and are dealroua of 
protection. The wire-workera of Linoaahlre 
believe that they are unfairly treated 
when the bread Is tatcen out of their 
months by the importation of wire from 
Germany and Belgium by the Government 
for telegraphic purpoaoa. These wire-work- 
ers nob unnaturally believe that the Govern- 
ment should use Brltiah mado wire. Candi- 
datea were required to pledge themaelves 
that they wonid urge npon the Government 
to discontinue the use of foreign manufao- 
tnred wire by tho Post Office Department. 

The paper makers, too, believe that ib la 
wrong that they should be compelled to re- 
main idle while immonae (juantitiea of paper 
are imported from the Continent for the 
nse of the newspaper offices. A report was 
raised — which happened to be nntme — that 
the Mancheater Guardian waa printed on Im- 
ported paper, that tho proprietor waa making 
a fortune out of tho Eaglieh people and at 
the same time waa ao mean and cloae-fiated 
aa to uae foreign paper becauae it was the 
fraotionof a penny cheaper per ponnd than 
home manafaotured paper. The oiroalation 
of this false report nearly lost the editor of 
that paper his election. 

Theae are indloationa which ahow that tha 
people of England are boginning to lose 
their faith in the infallibility of free trade 
dootrinea. Tho demand for fair trade, with 
wbioh Lord Saliebury himself is believed to 
sympathize to a certain extent, is another 
sign that free trade is losing ground in 
Groat Britain. Ib may be some time boforo 
it Is altogothor diBorodited, but tho oppoal- 
bion to it is nob by any moans to be 
despised. 

A WIDE DIFFaRENOB. 

Mr. Criap, ex-Spoaker of the United 
Statea Houao of Repreaentativea, happened 
to be in tho House of Commons when 
the Conservibivee, having an overwhelming 
majority in that body, elected a Liberal as 
Speaker, Tho proceeding appeared to the 
American politician as being most singular. 
No party, under any circumatanoes, could 
venture to do auch a thing in tho Houca of 
Representatives. The reason of this is that 
the Speaker in the House of Commons occa. 
pies the poaibion of judge, in the Houie of 
RepresontatlveB the Spenkor la ctinfosBedly 
a parti'/;in. Ho ia, in fact, ono of tho load- 
era of the party to which he bolonga, 
and ho ia bound in tho performance 
of hia dutioa to conault the interoeta 
of bis party. Be is Aot expected to do 
what is dishonesb or to give partial deci- 
siona ; bub in the management of the buai- 
nesB of the House he gives preference and 
nrooodenoo to the moaaurea supported by the 
majority, and ho ia often a party to parti- 
san taotios without incurring any eapooial 
reproaob. 

Xhe Speaker of the British House of Com. 
mons mnst forget that he belonga to a party. 
" The indiaponaablo condition of hia high 
office," as the London Tlmoa lately ex- 
pressed it, " Is tho renunciation of all party 
connections and the suppreeaion of all party 
sympathioB." Thin being the case, provid- 
ed a British Speaker nnderatanda his duties 
and performs them honestly and well, It Is a 
matter of indiffaranoe to what pprty be may 



AN OUTSPOKBN MINISTER. 

Sir Charlea H. Tupper delivered a apeech 
in North Sydney, Cape Breton, on tho 13ih 
iaat. Mosc of the conetituoDclea of tho 
islacd of Capo Breton are inteuaoly Fro- 
teatant. The Miniater of Jaatici spoke on 
the school question. His speech, aoaording 
to tho meagre report of it that has reached 
ue, waa u striking contrast to thoae deliv- 
ered by Mr. Laurior on the same subject. 
Ho gave hia heaiera a plain and forcible ex- 
position of tho Government's policy on the 
queetion. There were with him no ooneeal- 
mente, no boatiog about the bnah. " He 
said he was a Protestant and olung to his 
faith, bub he desired juabioo, fair play and 
oonstitutional treatment for all. We must 
ubido by our parliamentary compacts. If 
ho should bo driven from public life he waa 
prepared for thub event if it was the price of 
doing that juatioo to a Catholic minority 
which ho would fight to obtain for a Pro- 
toatanb minority under similar ciroum- 
abanoea." 

The telegram aays that Sir Charles Tup- 
per received an ovation, and that he and 
thoea that were with him were baoqnetted 
by the Liberal-Conservative Association of 
Cape Breton. We are not surprised to learn 
that the appeals which Sir Charles H. Tup- 
per made to the aense of justice and the love 
of fair play of his hearora were well received. 
Men like boldneaa and boneaty in tboae who 
addreaa them, even when they do not alto- 
gether agree With the sentiments expreised. 
If Sir Charles had delivered an apologetic 
addreaa, if hs had made exouses for the Gov- 
ornmoab to the staunch Proaby terians of Cape 
Breton, tho probability ia that ho would 
have been coldly received, and that htc would 
have heard many espreations of dlsaeat. But 
being convinced that the Government had 
done what was right and oonstltntional be 
apoke boldly, keeping btolc nothing, and he 
oonsequently diearmed prejudice and won 
the roapect and the ayaipatby of hia hearera. 
Frank, fearleea, and nnuompromiaing apeak- 
ing Is sure to malce a good impression and to 
inolloe the audience to favor the speaker 
and the oauBc he advocates. 



them. This is part of what the New Vork 
Times says on tho aubjeob : 

The poaaibiUtiea of defeat for the viaitors 
are, it muat be confeaaed, rather largo. 
Thia ia not through any lack of constitu- 
tional force or defiolenoy in ciraful and 
judiclons preparation for the competition. 
In ia booauae tho conditiona under which in- 
ternationiil athletic oompotltiona of all 
kind) are carried on are dlatlnctly unfavor- 
able to vlaitora. Thia ie not tho caao in 
yachting, for tho challorger for the Ameri- 
oa'a Cup oan ba tuned up aa well on one aide 
of tho ocean oa t lie other, and, once tuned 
up, she ia nut likely to run down by rop.con 
of the olimato. 

But tho athlete ia extremely senaitive to 
change of olimate, and thn problem which 
athletic trainers muoc confront, if interna- 
tional contests are to bo carried on, ie how 
to preserve their men in good condition after 
crosaing the Atlantia. This is a problem 
which ha extends to horse racing, for no one 
can doubb that the highly organized thor- 
oughbred is quite as Sensitive to a change 
in the prevailing kind of weather as any 
man, It has been suggested by one of the 
Cornell men that there were two ways to 
moot the international difficulty. One of 
tboae would be to have the team or crew ar- 
rive in the foreign oonntry not more than a 
week bifore its contest, so that it would 
have no time to run down under olimatic in- 
fluoncoa ; and tho other would be to take 
tho men over aix monbha beforo their com- 
petition and lot them become thoroughly ac- 
climated. 

It ia juab poaeible bhat a long sea voyugo 
has a deteriorating effect, and that It tukos 
men a good while to recover their lost ener- 
gies. The Times seems to bo partionlarly 

anxious that the Englishmen who have 

entered, and who ib describes as " roproaent- 
ing tho oroani of transatlantic muscle, skill, 
and endur anco," shall bq in tho pink of con- 
dition when the competitions commence. It 
says : 

Tho oonQdence ao far diaphiyed by tho 
lOagliahnion who are to aend an athletic 
team bore loads to the interonco thai thoy 
think they have solved thia serioua problem. 
Everyone interested in international athlot- 
ioa will look forward with anxiety to the 
condition in which the EngUehmon will find 
themaelves on September 21. Ic would af- 
ford no one aattafaotlon to aoo any of thorn 
beaten becauae " not fit," while it would give 
the groateat pleaauro to all American admir- 
ers of sport to know that they had discover- 
ed a way to overcome the in&aence of change 
of climate and to present themselves before 
the starter fib to straggle for international 
honors. 

This is written in the right spirit and what 
the Times says will no donbt be appreciated 
by those in Great Britain who take an in- 
terest in athletlcB, which may in theae daya 
ba aaid to bo tho whole nation. Wo have a 
notion that thero la no necessity to be 
nervous about English athletes ; they will, 
we are confident, in spite of all dlffioultlea 
and drawbacks, be able to give a good so- 
count of themselves.

A BY-BLBOTION. 



There will be an eleotion on Saturday 
next in the county of Westmoreland, N B., 
to fill the seat In the Dominion house of Com- 
mona made vacant by the appointment of 
the Hon. Mr. Wood to the Senate. Tlie 
county ia a very large one. It is represent- 
ed in the Provlnoial Legislature by four 
members — three Liberals and one Conserva- 
tive. Although only one Conservative mem- 
ber was elected, the number of votes naat 
for the Conaervative oandiditoa waa, in the 
aggregate, much greater than was cast 
for the Liberal oandidatea. There 
were five Conssrvatlve candidates 
and only three Liberal candidates. 
All there Liberal candidates were elected. 
The Liberal vote amoaated to 10,276 
Only one Conservative candidate was re- 
turned, although 15,225 votes wore caab for 
the Conaervabive candidates. Mr. Powell, 
who ia now the Conservative candidate, was 
returned at the local eleotion. There must 
have been very bad generalship on the part 
of the Conservatlvas wbsn, having so large 
a majority in the county, they allowed 
themaelves to be beaten so badly. 

At the eleotion which is to come off on 
Saturday there are only two oandidatoa 
in the field. iSo there will be a fair trial of 
Strength in the county between Government 
and Opposition. The oandidatea appear to 
be tho two Btrongeat men that could bo 
aalooted. They happen to be tho two men 
who led the polls at the late local eonoral 
oleotion, Mr. A. E. Killam and Mr. H. A, 
Powell. Mr. Powell, the governmonb candi- 
date, Is very highly spoken of, He is a man 
of unblemished chare cbor, able and well- 
cduoatod. He la a lawyer and baa won for 
himaolf a high place at the bar of thu Pro 
vinoo. Mr. Killam ie also a good man and 
very popular, aa waa evidenced by his poll 
ing tho largest number of votos at the 
general eleotion. The oontest, therefore, 
promiaes to a lively one. The Orange- 
men are strong In the county and a largo 
number of the omployoa of ths Intercolonial 
railway lino in Weatinoroland. Tho greater 
number, both of tho Orangemen and tho 
railway mon, voted for the Government at 
the late eieccion. Mr. Wood, wo may aay 
hero, waa returned by a sweeping majority. 
It will be interesting to observe what 
changes have taken place in the oonatitu 
onoy. Tho Orangemen, wo aoo by the 
Montreal WitnoBB, have shown that " they 
are not pleaaod with the Government'a 
Ordor-in-CouncIl oommaodlng the restora- 
tion of separate schools in Manitoba."

The Great Strike on Coleman Creek 
—Five Himilrcd Dollars 
a Ton. 

Juliua Broihour, B. MoKlnloy, W. Mor- 
rison, R. Thompson and George Bcethour 
are back from Alberni, where they have 
been doing some dtvelopmeub work on the 
Eureka gold quartz claim owned by Messrs. 
Brethour and McKinloy. The property is 
sitnated on the Nitinat side of the divide 
between China oreek and Nitinat river. An 
open out eighteen feet deep has been run on 
the ledge, whidb lies between porphyry and 
slate. With the email amount of work al- 
ready uooomplished tbo ihow ingle remarkably 
promising. Mr. McKinley loft again for 
All)£.rni last night and will huvo the pro- 
perty thornughly proapootod. Aa it Ir only 
about u qu krcur oi a m\lo from the Alberni 
wagon road the shipping of ore will not be 
expensive. Tho ore on the Eureka ia very 
aimilur in character to that of the famous 
Golden E.glo mine. Mr. MoKlinloy, speak- 
ing jestorday of tho Alberni mining coun- 
try, aaid that tho strike made by MoAlliator 
on Coloman creek ia wonderfully 
rich, the uasayn ahowing as high 
us S500 in gold to the ton. 
This wonderfully rioh strike is within half a 
mile of the salt water, Coleman oreek, flow- 
ing into thO' Alberni oanal, ao bhab the cost 
of shipping will be very lighb and the own- 
era will get the full benefit of the find. This 
is one find in a large district that as yet has 
been hardly bouohed by the prospector 
Another find has recently been made close to 
the^alt water, within a few milea of Alberni. 
On the snrfaoe the ledge goes $15 
to tho ton, -and development work 
will, Mr. McKinloy thinks, show s splendid 
vein ot ore inaraa«ing in riohnoas as depth is 
reached. On Mineral creek the mines are 
looking well and tbo Alberni, the Missing 
Link and the Mountain Rose ail show free 
gold. Until two weeks ago no work had 
been done on tho Miaaing Link and the 
very first shot showed up freo gold. As 
work progreaaoa tho ahowing gets better. A 
good deal of development has boon done on 
McQuillan's hydraulic claims on China 
oreek ; eoveral shafts and tunnels 
having been run to fully prospect the 
property, with tho result that gold 
has been found from the grass roots down, 
and the average is fully 40oont8a yard with 
plenty of water for hydraulicing, (Jn Miner- 
al and China creeks tho ground is all pretty 
well staked off, but plenty of good outside 
ground remains to bo prospocted. What ia 
needed is a small quartz mill somewhere in 
tho district, to which tbo miners can take 
their ore to be treated and thus be able to 
make enough money to carry on their do- 
velopmont work. There aro plenty of good 
trails and the ore can be easily paokod out 
from tho various mines to a mill. A con. 
siderable nnmber of prospeotora are being 
attracted to the diatriob, and the outlook for 
a proapsrons and healthy mining develop- 
menb ia well aasured.

ASHORE ON TBIAL ISLAND. 

The Steam Collier Kahulul '• Grounds While 
En Bonte From Departure Bay 
to Oakland. 

In the dense fog which complotely ob- 
aoured the Sbraita yesterday aftomooD tho 
steam ooliierKahnlul got aground on Trial 
laland. The veaael with a heavy load of coal 
was bound for Oakland, Cal , from Depar- 
ture Bay, and was making her second 
voyage on thia route or her third 
trip In the coal buaineaa. Captain 
Morrison ia aald bo have been pilot- 
ing tho ship down from tho colliery, and ao- 
cording to custom would have been heading 
for Race Rocks or pretty much in that 
direction after passing Trial island. 
Whether or nob this was the case yes- 
terday is not known, but, as another local 
pilot states, it may be that the vessel was 
carried back to the rocks by tho currents 
when Capt. Morrison was about to leave her 
for home. Soon aftor tho accident Captains 
Morrison and Tyson came into town aud tho 
ateamer R.P. Rithot was hurriedly dlBpatch- 
ed to tho vessel. Thia was about six o'clock, 
and a little later the tug Conatanco, with 
Mr. Wm. Ward, and by hia courtesy tho 
reporters, aboard followed. 

The Kahului ia an old veaael, of Kogliah 
build, and is probably better known as the 
Sirins. Sho files tho Hawaiian flag but her 
owners live in San Franolsoo, Until 
very recently she was engaged 
In the Central American sugar business. It 
is understood her coal engagement waa on 
acoonnt of her owners. The vessel is iron 
built, 286 feet long by 29 feet beam, by 24 
feet deep, and carries about 1,400 tons of 
ooal. In design she ia longer proporilunate- 
ly than the modern build of ahipa. 

THE STKAMEB SASKLt OFF. 

3 a.m., 21at, — The Rithet haa just return- 
ed from Trial Island, with the news ibab 
Kahului has got off, apparently none, the 
worse, and has gono to anchor in the Royal 
Roads. With the assietanco of the long- 
shoremen taken out on the Ritheb about 150 
tons of the coal cargo was jebtiaoned. 

When she went on* her " way " carried 
her three feet above her draught on the 
smooth rook, about 75 yarda from tho shore 
lino of the Island. Being on only at the bow 
tho falling tide awung hor round parallel 
with tho island. There she lay stationary 
for six hours, and at 12:30 a,m,, thanke to 
tho jottisoning, the rising tide awung hor 
back to hor original position. While sho 
was thus on the move her engines wero set 
going full speed astern, and to tho surprise 
of all sho slid off. Tho Conatanoo and tho 
Rithet had stood by to attempt to pull hc-r 
off at flood tide, whioh would have been 
two hours later. 

Aa the Lome was away towing assistance 
had been telegraphed for to Port Townsend, 
and two tugs hurrying from there camo into 
sight just as tho Kahului atoamad off.

After Nine Vc:ir.i' St-i'ty Here 
iioino to I'riictice. 

The first Chinese woman doctor, 
pradnato of an Anioricnu medical col- 
lege, to iiractice iu China and the second 
woman of her race to take an occidental 
medical degree is now on herway across 
the P.ii.'ilic to her iKitivehmd to inaugu- 
rate there a now era in women's work 
among women. She is Dr. Hu King 
Ihig. a cha.niing, modest little wonuui, 
cliaracteristically Celestial in every way, 
despite her nine years' residenco iu tho 
United States. Hhe has never discarded 
lu'r (pi lint, rich native dross and loves 
her own hmd best. She received her 
doctor's degri>e in Philadelpliia a year 
a.go, has spent the jiast 12 months in 
taking a postgraduate courses and in ob- 
taining actual experience in her profes- 
Hion, imd a week ago she sailed from 
San Francisco to Fuohau, where she 
will take uji hiH' life work as physician 
and missiiiiiary at the \Vomau's hos- 
jiital, an institutiiiii sii])pMrted by th.e 
Woman's Foreign ^lissioiiary siKMety. 

While she is puiv hhioded t 'liiiiese'and 
proud of the fact, Dr. Hu King Eng was 
never a heathen, her family having 
been Christians for two generations. 1 h r 
grandfather was one of the first natives 
converted in Fueliau and her father 
one of tho first Christian ministers i r- 
dained ill China. She has a brotlier in 
the iMetliodist ministry and a sister a 
teacher in a .Methodist school in China. 

.She came America nine years ago 
w hen ipiite a young girl with the de- 
termination of becoming a physician bi.- 
cause slio believed that she could do far 
more etVc.ctive work in Christianizing 
her peojile, which is her main purpose, 
as a physician and missionary among 
the women of her race than as a mere 
teacher and preacher. She did not know 
more than a few words of I'^nglish, and 
her lirst stejis on the way toward her 
ambition lay in the iioipiisition of a 
thorough kiiowledgo of that langtiago, 
so she went lirst to a preparatory school 
at Delaware, ( ). 

There she spent four years, iiud then 
came to i''liilad(.lphia, and after passing 
a highly creditable examination was ad- 
mitted to th(^ Woman's iMcdical ccdh.ge. 
She graduated fium the college 11 
months ago, and then took tho postgrad- 
uate coni'se and dispensing course at tho 
Philadelphia imlycdiiiie. She made a 
special study of diseases of the eye and 
ear, and was for sumo months an assist- 
ant in thatdepartnieutof the polyclinic. 
Finishing her courso a few weeks ago, 
she started for homo in comptmy with a 
missionary and his wife who were bound 
for Fucliau. 

Besides her work with tho Woman's 
hospital she will try to bnild a regular 
practice as a jihysicdan among her coun- 
trywomen. She believes there is a groiit 
licdd for her among the higher class of 
Chine.se women. There are some China 
women, she siiys, who would rather die 
than be attended by a man physician, 
wdiile the doors of both rich and poor 
;ni> wid(^ ojion to women doctor.s. Three 
years ago she went homo on a visit and 
met witli a rt luarkable reception from 
tho women of her native place. Sick 
women came to her in great numbers 
because they had heard she could cure 
them of ail then ills by arts she had 
learned in America, :md she expects to 
wield great inllueuce among them as a 
missionary now through her ability to 
aid them as a plij-siciau. Tho Woin- 
;ui's hospital at Fmdiau is for women 
only, its stalf of physicians ar(. all wo- 
men, !Uid the nurses are all native girls 
who hope some day to become doctors, 
like the white women missionaries. Dr. 
Eng is the first to tutain that distinction. 

'J'he Chinese Women, she says, are 
waking up and are getting to be pro- 
gressive in their ideas. They want to 
become educated and to takiqiart in the 
Wca'k of the world, lilc(! the women of 
the westrrii iialimis. ( liie other Chinese 
woman has graduated from an ociuden- 
tal medical coUcgi — a Dr. King, wdio 
graduated from an eastern college sev- 
eral years ago and is now living in H;i- 
waii. Dr. Hu King Eng will be tlie 
only Chinese iih3-si(dau with a western 
World degree in China. — ^Philadelphia 
Pres.s.

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CHINESE MASSACBES. 

'BrltlBb and American Consuls Befomd Fei- 
mlsalon to Investigate the Ontiages— 
Feeling at WashlnRton. 

Loh'DON, Aug. 20. — The Times baa a dis- 

pfttuh from Hongkong confirming the Shang- 
hai dispatch containing the report that the 
Chinese government hdia refused to allow the 
Amerioin and Briliah coneuid to make any 
investigation into the Kuchonn mataacre. 
The Times diapatoh adds that the aoldiera 
are engaged in plundering the pluoo. They 
feel that the foreigners are the oauao of 
their sufroringe, und thoreforo the latter 
should bo doatroyed. Further inoondlary 
placards have boon posted at f.5unton. The 
prefect sent with iho commission tolfuohcng 
together with the UhiDeBO otlioials at 
Kuoheng, have refused to allow the prf sonco 
of the coDsala during the examination of 
prisoDers. The mitter hsB lioen referred to 
the Viceroy. Setiouu trouble is feared. 

FoocHOW, Ang. 20.— ;The Chineao oflioials 
at Kuobeog have poBitively refused to allow 
the Anierioao coaaul, J. 0. Hixon, and the 
British oodsdI, R. W. Mansfield, an oppor- 
tunity to investigate the massaore of mis- 
aionaries there. Ihe](wUl not be permitted 
to attend the trial of the crlmiaale before 
the local authorities. Many people here 
who deprecate the uiaasaorea are deslroua 
of a full investigation. They tatic in a 
threatening manner. The situation is seri- 
ous. 

\Vasiiin-(;ton, Aug, 20. — Advices have 
been received by oHioials at the state and 
navy depirtnionta from Miniater Denby and 
Admiral Carpenter, iDdlcating that neither 
diplomatic; nor naval ropreaentativcs of the 
United States in China regard the situation 
reaultiog from the Ku Cheng riots as 
very serious or alarming, so far as 
American intereata are oonocned. 
Itappcura that the Chinese government end 
officiala are very friendly to the United 
States and American oitizens, and regret 
the disturbances which tended to cause aueh 
conaternation. The ctiioials in Washington 
are convinced thot both Minister Denman 
and Admiral Carpenter feel assured uiat the 
Chinese government will prevent further 
ontragea, also that the alarm felt by 
Americans in Shanghai, Foo Chow and 
Tientsin is greater than the aituation war- 
rants. 

Advices from the miniater and admiral are 
of a reaaauring character and, it is stated, 
not) in aooord with the cabled of Consul- 
Oeneral Jernigan at Shanghai, and the 
statements made by other American citizens 
indioating that further ontrages were con- 
templated and that Uvea of American 
citizens and their property vera in great 
danger. 

A. PLAGUE OF BATS. 

The People of An Island Off the Coe^t of 
Florida Driven from Their Homes 
by the yisltors. 

TiTOSViLi-E, Fla., Aug. 20.— The island 
of Tropic, twenty mllea south of here, has 
been invaded by an army of savage rata, and 
the inhabitants have been forced to llee for 
their lives. Tiopio is three miles long and 
two mllea wide, and the soil is very fertile. 
A dozen families have settled on the island 
ard engaged ingrowing vegetables for mar- 
ket. George Butler, one of the settlers, has 
just reached here, and tella a thrilling tale 
of the invasion and aubjagation of Tropic 
by the rate. Up to a month ago, according 
to Butler, there wore no rata on the island. 
At that time the advat C9 guard of the ro- 
dents arrived, and were quickly followed 
by others, until in two weeks there were 
fully 10,000 on the island. The rata came 
from the mainland, which Is only two milca 
away, and Butler saya that they swam 
across. He says he has seen them coming 
out of the water by hundreds. 

At first the rata contented themaelves 
with attacks on the vegetables, which were 
soon destroyed. Then they invaded the 
homes of the settlers. The latter made war 
on them, killing thorn by hundreds. Butler 
aaya that be )■ .7 killed aa many as a hundred 
without a stop, L.jt that others would rush 
forward and attaok him, bitting him vicious- 
ly on the legs. In spite of the slaughter the 
rata got into the honses and attacked the 
women and uhildren. Several of tbe latter 
were badly torn by the sharp fangs of the 
rodents. One baby was so severely bitten 
aboat the faoe that) Its life Is despaired of. 
Tor three nights net a sonl on tbe Island 
slept, as that would have meant death. At 
last the people in terror and worn ont fled 
in their boats to the mainland, where they 
are now encamped in [a destitute condition. 
Tho rata pursued them to the water's edge 
and the women and children were repeated- 
ly bitten before the boats could be pushed 
off. Every veatlge of vegetation haa boon 
doatroyed on the island and it resembles a 
desert. The rata are deeoribed as gray in 
color and monstrona in size, being larger 
than squirrels. 

D. S. CONSUL WALLER. 

He Declares tbe French in Madaeascar to Be 
Mere FlIlbusterB— Statement by 
Mr. Woodford. 

LoNDOS, Ang. 20. — Interest Is added bo 

tho oaae of ex- United States Conaul John 
L. Waller, at 'I'amatave, Madagascar, by 
the presence hero of Mr. Etbelbart Wood- 
ford, who aaaiated Mrs. Waller and children 
out of Madagascar after her husband bad 
been sentenced to imprisonment for twenty 
years. 

As to the court martial for ullegad illegal 
communication with the Hovaa, agalnat 
whom tho French are woging war, Mr. 
Woodford states that upon hia arrival at Ta- 
matave he found Waller in prison. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Woodford the solo evidence 
againat the ex-oonsul waa omhodiod in letters 
to bis wife, and from a Hova friend, wherein 
the occupation of Madagaacar by tho French 
waa disonssed and a description given of the 
alleged ontrages upon women. vVoodlord 
declared, however, that tho real cause for 
aotion against Consul Waller is the fact that 
he had obtained valuable oonoessions from 
the Hovas, that Mr. Waller had received 
his exequatur from the Hovas government, 
though opposed by the French, who held 
the right to determine who shall be oonsnlt- 
ed at Tamatave. 

Mr. Woodford adds that the Frenob in 
Madacaecar are mere filibuaterers, who com- 
mitted frequent bigh-handod outrages, All 
mails, both from and to the island, are in- 
spected by Franoh ofUoials, oapeolally lottera 
to and from tbe United States. Mr. Wood- 
ford's own mails, he says, were opened while 
there.

She Has a Very Successful Triiil Trli) and 
Answers Every Expectation.

TACOMA BANK FAILURE. 

The Institution in ii Bad Condition For 
Mouths— A Heavy Uuu Cnuaes 
the Aaslgumout, 

Tacoma, Aug, 20.— One of the first docu- 
ments filed in the auditor's office yesterday 
was tho aesignment of the Bank of Taooma, 
formerly the Taooma Trust and SKvinK« 
CimpsiBy. W. B. Allen is president, John 
W. Berry vice proaident, G. H. Wheeler 
c\ahier. Tho capital atook la §120,000. The 
asaignmont ol the bank waa nuc unexpected. 
The bank la od« of thoao which was bolatered 
up by George NV. Bogga during his term of 
oliiCB aa city treoaurer. Tho city now ap- 
poara ao chief creditor, it having on deposit 
5228,004 77 Three of the bank direolora, 
W. L. McDonald, W'. Burton Allen and 
John W. Berry, held a meetinc on Satur- 
day afternoon and paasod a resolution re- 
citing tho discovery of the insolvent con- 
dition of tho bank, and placing tho concern 
in the hantU of Mr- Alexander aa asBignco. 
He was called in and asked to aaoepc the 
oharge. Mr. Alexander aignifiod hia will- 
iogncsB to do so. 

J. W. MoCauley, the proaonb city treaa- 
urer, cover teoimo roapocaiblo for tho city 
money on depoaib lu tho bunk, Troaaurer 
Bogga having turned It over to tho tinance 
commilteo. Tho committee haa euooBoded, 
aince Aprilloat, in reducing the amount. < n 
dopoBlt by 520,000, leaving atill there §228,- 
601.27. For thia sum the city haa assccuriiy 
notes, mortgasoa on real estate and stocks 
aggregating $157,000, and a bond given by 
tho ofTicers of the bank and about twenty- 
live others in the sum of §233.000. Tho uity 
is hopeful of being ab'.e to get out of the 
bank the full amount of tho deposits eventu- 
ally, though it will be long in realizing on 
the collateral seourities. Tho bank has 
been in a bad oondition for months, hot the 
last Straw was a run that took place Satur- 
day, and whiob resulted in the withdrawal 
of all the c»sh but $144 18. 



TEODBLB IN NICARACJUA- 

Indlasi Tliteaten the Peace of the Country- 
Owners of Haciendas and ColTee £8- - 
tates In Oan^r. 

MANAOUii, Nicaragua, Jaly 20 —The la- 
dians in the department of Matagalpa sod' 

doniy changed from their usual sullen man 
nor to open threats and diaturbauces. There 
are about 5,000 Indians In that and the ad- 
joining department of Jonotega. Tho aol- 
dters in Nicaragua are nearly all either In- 
diana or half-broeda. But very few of 
Latin-Amorioana uro onlintod or willing to 
aob aa olJioera, consequently the oonditiona 
of the LatlB-Amorioana and the North Am- 
ericana in that department became very 
alarming. Tlio governmonb of Nicaragua 
dispatched additional soldiers there, and 
recently a commlaaioner, in the hope 
to influence tho Indians to beoome 
quiob. At) thia date, July 20, the 
reaulta aro not known at Managua. The 
complaint of tho Indians la that the Virgin 
Mary recently, in frlendabip to tho Indiana, 
informed some of their principal mon and 
women " that tno Great Spirit " intended to 
visit that section of the country with a aoriea 
of severe disasters, inteudod to punish tho 
oooupantaof tho land which twelve or thii- 
teen years ago waa owned by tho Indians, 
and that the Indians must aaacmble ab the 
parochial churches frequently and attend 
mass. The cause of the tronble was that 
until 1889 their woods were filled with game 
and fruits enough to feed them. Ifow all 
those lands are cattle hsolendas, ocff^o es- 
tates or cocoa estates, and the Indians have 
been tempted by small Buma of money, flO 
or §20, uodor the laws of Nicaragua to sell 
their labor, and that of their wives and child, 
ren, and have been forced by military and 
civil authorities to comply. 



GERMAN CELEBRATIONS. 

The Sons of the Fatherland Fieht Their 
Battles Over Again- Gravelotte 
and ut.
